Summary of purpose and/or change: 
LB 906 changes fees that may be charged by the Department of Health and 

Human Services (department) for the certification and inspection of laboratories 
contacting with the department to conduct drinking water analyses.  

The department is currently permitted to collect the following maximum annual 
fees: (1) for bacteriological examination agreements: $150; (2) for inorganic chemical 
analyses agreements: $100; (3) for heavy metal analyses agreements: $200; (4) for 
organic chemical analyses agreements: $200; and (5) for radiochemical analyses 
agreements: $200.  
            LB 906 replaces the foregoing with the following laboratory certification fees: 
(1) an annual fee of no more than $1,800 per laboratory, and (2) an inspection fee of 
no more than $3,000 per certification period for each laboratory located in Nebraska.  
            Fees collected will be remitted to the State Treasurer for credit to the Health 
and Human Services Cash Fund.
